_? The Barl of Lonsdale, our richest an 
moat sporting earl; has come out in a new 
place--as the exponent of the Kaiser's. peace 
sentiments towards England. We all knew 
that the German Emperor was:a great friend 
of. the bluff northern ‘nable,. but. to. find ‘the 
latter discoursing on peace-is anew turn of 
‘the Imelight. Atleast onceevery” year the 
earl finds an invitation awaiting him to cross 
over to Berlin, and occasionally he entertains 
the Kaiser at Lowther Castle; berland. 
Tn fact he’ is credited with having spent quite. 
60,000 on such royal entertainment. “The 
worst’ of ‘being an Emperor,” the Kaiser 
once said to'him, “ is that one has to listen 
to such a fot of humbug.” Very likely his 
Majesty will be at Lowther Castle again this 
year to get away from the humbug, but on 
that the Earl refuses to make any. definite 
announcements. ‘From what.he hag said, 
however, it is. clear.the two’ friends have just 
had ‘sonie heart to heart talk in. Berlin on 
the relations of England and Germany. 
“1am in hopes,’ he says, ** that this wave 
of international fecling will pass away and 
that this year we’ may sce his Majesty in 
England. Should he come to England my. 
horne is always at his disposal, as he knows, 
and I ‘should not be at all surprised, : sup- 
posing the two great monarchs of England 
and Germany meetin England, if: the 
Emperor were to command me to put ‘the 
Lowther shooting at ‘his disposal—which 
would. be. most: gladly. done,.:-But it. is: not 
for me to invite ‘his Majesty.
